PIEDRAS NEGRAS, Mexico 
(AP) — Opaque waiting 
lists at the Mexico border 
to gain a chance at ob- 
taining asylum in the United 
States have persisted under 
President Joe Biden, lead- 
ing many migrants to give 
up and cross illegally or lan- 
guish for months in border 
towns. 
U.S. preparations in late 
April to end pandemic- 
related limits on asylum led 
to the latest round of regis- 
tering names. In Tijuana, an 
online registry run by advo- 
cacy group Al Otro Lado 
soared to about 50,000. In 
Piedras Negras, a migrant 
services center's list bal- 
looned to 2,000 before be- 
ing halted. 
Waiting lists were widely 
used under former Presi- 
dent Donald Trump to deal 
with an increase in migrants 
from Mexico and Central 
America coming to the 
border, starting with large 
caravans in 2018. Circum- 
stances are different now, 
but the process is similarly 
confusing. Migrants often 
don't know how to sign up 
or that lists even exist. 
The latest chaotic episodes 
come as a spike in border 
crossings has become a po- 
litical flashpoint for Biden, 
with 
Republicans 
saying 
he's not doing enough 
to stop them. At a meet- 
ing with Biden in Washing- 
ton on Tuesday, Mexican 
President Andres Manuel 
López Obrador spoke of 
challenges that were bru- 
tally underscored by 53 mi- 
grants who died last month 
after being abandoned in 
a sweltering tractor-trailer 
in San Antonio. 
U.S. Customs and Border 
Protection began taking 
70 asylum-seekers a day 
in San Diego in late April 
— half chosen by Al Otro 
Lado, which prioritizes how 
long migrants have waited, 
and half by Border Angels, 
which selected from Tijua- 
na migrant shelters. 
The Biden administration 
says it prioritizes the most 
"vulnerable" — which may 
include LGTBQ migrants, 
those with severe medical 
conditions or those facing 
imminent physical danger 


in Mexico — but the criteria 
is vague and mysterious for 
many. 
Nongovernmental organi- 
zations play a "critical role," 
helping 
select 
migrants 
and communicating with 
U.S. authorities, CBP Com- 
missioner Chris Magnus said 
in a recent interview. 
"Is it a perfect system? 
Certainly not, but that has 
been a very important part 
of the equation, these rela- 
tionships," Magnus said. 
When U.S. authorities told 
a small shelter in Ciudad 
Acuña that they wanted 26 
families at the border cross- 
ing with Del Rio, Texas, false 
word spread that Magaly 
Pérez, director of the San 
Antonio Community Cen- 
ter, was managing a list. 
"The next day we had 100 
people at the door," Pérez 
said. "The day after that we 
had 300 people. It spun out 
of control." 
Haphazard, often-dubious 
arrangements popped up 


along the border under 
Trump's administration. In 
Ciudad Juarez, across from 
El Paso, Texas, a migrant 
shelter registered asylum- 
seekers by writing numbers 
on their arms with black ink. 
After widespread criticism, 
migrants instead were giv- 
en numbered plastic wrist- 
bands, some of which were 
sold or given away. 
In San Luis Rio Colorado, 
near Yuma, Arizona, an 
asylum-seeker who man- 
aged a list picked a suc- 
cessor when his number 
came up. 
In Piedras Negras, the city 
government named the 
owner of a local steak- 
house to oversee its list. 
The Biden administration 
maintained Trump's poli- 
cy of denying migrants a 
chance to seek asylum 
on grounds of preventing 
spread of COVID-19, and 
a federal judge's order has 
kept the pandemic-related 
authority known as Title 42 


authority in place after it 
was due to expire on May 
23. 
The U.S. grants some ex- 
emptions to Title 42, but the 
rule has been unevenly en- 
forced by nationality, with 
single adults and families 
from Mexico, Guatemala, 
Honduras and El Salvador 
most affected. 
The U.S. accepted an av- 
erage of 423 migrants a 
day at official crossings in 
May, 308 in March and 418 
in February, according to 
court filings. April's daily av- 
erage of 1,614 was inflated 
by a temporary increase 
from Ukraine. 
Migrants 
getting 
picked 
from Al Otro Lado's list typi- 
cally registered a year ago, 
Soraya Vazquez, deputy di- 
rector of advocacy for the 
group's office in Tijuana, 
said. The group also works 
remotely with migrants in 
Piedras Negras and other 
select other border cities. 
A survey by the University 


of Texas' Strauss Center tal- 
lied 27,135 names on wait- 
ing lists in eight Mexico bor- 
der cities in May — before 
Al Otro Lado's soared to 
about 50,000 by late June. 
An orderly system will be 
critical if Title 42 ends, and 
CBP is exploring an online 
platform. 
In Piedras Negras, Isis Peña, 
45, of Honduras registered 
on Casa del Migrante's 
short-lived waiting list on 
April 29. When she came 
for her interview five days 
later, she was told open- 
ings to claim asylum were 
no longer available. "We 
wanted someone to give 
us hope," said Peña, who 
later crossed illegally to 
Eagle Pass with her 19- and 
20-year-old sons and was 
expelled under Title 42. 
Peña — whose family is now 
homeless and scrounging 
for food — latches on to 
frequent, unfounded ru- 
mors that the Biden admin- 
istration is about to open 
the border. 
"The information is very 
complicated, 
and 
the 
ways to access the system 
are very complicated," said 
Edgar Rodriguez, Casa del 
Migrante's legal advisor. 
A lack of shelters means 
many of the roughly 300 
largely Honduran migrants 
who line up for takeout hot 
breakfasts six mornings a 
week at Casa del Migrante 
sleep outside. 
As a group of women wait- 
ed for food in June, one 
joyfully shared a text mes- 
sage from an Al Otro Lado 
attorney: "Congratulations! 
You have been approved 
for humanitarian parole." It 
included instructions to re- 
port to the Eagle Pass bor- 
der crossing the next day at 
5 a.m. 
Kenia Carcamo, who was 
expelled from Eagle Pass 
under Title 42, never heard 
of the list. 
"It's a lucky roulette," Car- 
camo said. 
Joan Leiva, a gay man who 
fled persecution in Hondu- 
ras, enrolled with Al Otro 
Lado in May and slept in a 
park in Ciudad Acuña until 
police kicked out migrants. 
"We are adrift," Leiva, 31, 
said. "We don't know where 
to go to ask for information. 
No one tells us."q

WASHINGTON (AP) — So- 
cial media platforms in- 
cluding Facebook and Tik- 
Tok are failing to stop hate 
and threats against LG- 
BTQ users, a report issued 
Wednesday from advoca- 
cy group GLAAD found. 
Those are some of the in- 
ternet's 
most 
vulnerable 
users, with a majority of LG- 
BTQ people saying they've 
faced menacing posts or 
comments when they're 
scrolling through social me- 
dia. But it's unclear how so- 
cial media platforms such 
as Facebook, Instagram, 
TikTok, Twitter and YouTube 
are handling those threats. 
Instead of protecting their 
users, GLAAD says in the 
report, the tech compa- 
nies are safeguarding in- 
formation about how they 
respond to those attacks, 
revealing few details about 
how often they take down 
posts or accounts that push 
hate speech or harass LG- 
BTQ users. 
"The reality is, there's very 
little transparency and very 
little accountability," said 
Jenni Olson, GLAAD's direc- 
tor for social media safety 
and author of the report. 
"And people feel helpless." 
Los Angeles resident Peter 
Sapinsky, a gay musician 
who said he has faced ha- 
rassment in the online gam- 
ing 
community, 
shared 
screenshots with The As- 
sociated Press of dozens 
of messages he's sent to 
YouTube about users and 
videos that use racist and 
homophobic slurs. YouTube 
has 
responded 
to 
only 
some of the messages, he 
said. 


Sapinsky, 29, said some 
use YouTube to livestream 
themselves 
harassing 
people at Pride parades. 
They quickly delete those 
live videos once they've 
wrapped to evade being 
detected by YouTube for 
violating its policies against 
hate speech, he said. 
He listed a series of homo- 
phobic slurs he's heard in 
videos posted by users who 
are still operating on the 
site. 
"YouTube doesn't do any- 
thing about it," Sapinsky 
said. "For someone who 
says they don't allow hate 
on the website, they sure 
do." 
Hateful or violent speech 
directed at members of 
the LGBTQ community is 
prohibited on the platform, 
YouTube 
spokesperson 


Jack Malon said. 
"Over the last few years, 
we've 
made 
significant 
progress in our ability to 
quickly remove hateful and 
harassing content," Malon 
said. "This work is ongoing, 
and we appreciate the 
thoughtful feedback from 
GLAAD." 
A Twitter spokesperson said 
in a statement that the 
company was discussing 
the report's findings with 
GLAAD. A statement from 
TikTok did not directly ad- 


dress the report but said 
the company is working to 
create an "inclusive envi- 
ronment." 
GLAAD 
recommended 
that the platforms start re- 
leasing the training meth- 
ods for content modera- 
tors as well as the number 
of accounts and posts the 
companies 
remove 
for 
violating rules designed to 
protect LGBTQ users. 
GLAAD's report examines 
the policies and actions 
Facebook, Instagram, You- 


Tube, TikTok and Twitter 
have implemented around 
LGBTQ issues. 
All of the social media plat- 
forms have outlined policies 
that are designed to pre- 
vent LGBTQ users from be- 
ing harassed, threatened 
or discriminated against by 
other users because of their 
identity. 
Twitter and TikTok also have 
specific policies against in- 
tentionally 
misgendering, 
using the wrong pronoun 
to describe someone, for 
example, 
or 
deadnam- 
ing, which involves reviv- 
ing a transgender person's 
name from before the per- 
son transitioned to a new 
identity. Meta, which owns 
Facebook and Instagram, 
said it removes similar posts 
upon request. 
Some users bully LGBTQ 
people on social media 
by misgendering or dead- 
naming them. One exam- 
ple came last month, when 
a conservative social me- 
dia pundit sent a swarm of 
Twitter users to harass trans- 
gender actor Elliot Page 
with the wrong pronoun 
and name. That Twitter user 
was suspended under the 
company's 
hateful 
con- 
duct policy. 
"The idea that these figures 
with millions of followers are 
bullying and harassing trans 
people, for being trans, is 
just wrong," Olson said.q

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — The 
bodies of a man and his 
three young children who 
vanished last week after 
leaving for a fishing trip 
were found along with a 
submerged car in the pond 
where they were headed, 
authorities said Wednes- 
day. 
The 
bodies 
discovered 
Tuesday night are those of 
Kyle Moorman, 27, of India- 
napolis, and his children: 
1-year-old Kyran Holland, 
2-year-old Kyannah Hol- 
land and 5-year-old Kyle 
Moorman II, the Marion 
County Coroner's Office 
confirmed. The causes and 
manners of their deaths 
were pending. 
The family went missing af- 
ter leaving on July 6 to go 


to the pond on Indianapo- 
lis' south side. 
Officers went to the pond 
Tuesday night after a re- 


port of a dead person in 
the water. A man was pro- 
nounced dead, and a dive 
team later found a vehicle 


with the bodies of three 
children inside, police said. 
"Detectives are working to 
piece together what led 
up to this incident," police 
said in a statement. 
Family and friends of the 
Moormans had offered a 
$10,000 reward for informa- 
tion leading to their where- 
abouts. They had searched 
the pond and the surround- 
ing area for days. A private 
helicopter and volunteers 
with a personal boat also 
searched Tuesday, The In- 
dianapolis Star reported. 
Moorman's 
sister 
Mariah 
Moorman had said her 
brother's phone last pinged 
near the pond about 12:40 
a.m. on July 7, a few hours 
after he was seen. She said 
her brother often goes night 


fishing. "As far as we know, 
he was coming out here to 
go fishing," she told The In- 
dianapolis Star on Monday. 
"That's what he told my sis- 
ter. It's not odd. He does it 
all the time." 
The Indianapolis Metropoli- 
tan Police Department first 
revealed that the family 
had disappeared on Sun- 
day. Earlier this week, po- 
lice said officers searched 
the area and other loca- 
tions on foot and using 
drones. 
William Muse, a relative of 
Kyle Moorman's mother, 
said Tuesday he and other 
family members were frus- 
trated investigators didn't 
search the pond sooner. 
"They should have at least 
tried," Muse said.q

BOSTON (AP) — A former 
Boston police officer who 
was beaten more than 25 
years ago by colleagues 
who mistook him for a 
shooting suspect will be 
the new leader of the city's 
police department, Mayor 
Michelle Wu announced 
Wednesday. 
Michael Cox, 57, will return 
to his hometown of Boston 
after working as the police 
chief in Ann Arbor, Michi- 
gan, to lead of the same 
force he once brought a 
civil rights case against 
over his beating by fellow 
cops. Cox, who is Black, will 
take over as commissioner 
next month. 
Cox described his appoint- 
ment is an "emotional mo- 
ment" for him, apologizing 
during a call with report- 
ers for his voice quivering. 
He promised to work to di- 
versify the police depart- 
ment — which critics have 
long complained doesn't 
look enough like the city it 
serves — and make sure of- 
ficers feel supported in their 
job to protect the commu- 
nity. 
"I think this is a very excit- 
ing time. I think the officers 
need someone to support 
them," Cox told reporters 
Wednesday. "And I'm go- 
ing to their biggest cheer- 
leader." 


Before becoming chief in 
Ann Arbor in 2019, Cox was 
part of the Boston police 
force for 30 years, where he 
rose through the ranks after 
fighting for years to get jus- 
tice over his beating that 
left him seriously injured at 
the age of 29. 
Cox was working under- 
cover in plainclothes as 
part of the gang unit in 
January 1995 when officers 
got a call about a shooting. 
Cox, dressed in jeans and a 
sweatshirt, spotted the sus- 
pect and started to chase 


him. The suspect started 
to scale a fence and Cox 
was struck from behind just 
as he was about to grab 
the man, Cox said. He was 
kicked and punched by 
fellow 
officers, 
suffering 
head injuries and kidney 
damage. 
"It was humiliating what 
happened to me," Cox 
told former Boston Globe 
reporter Dick Lehr for Lehr's 
book about the beating: 
"The Fence: A Police Cov- 
er-Up Along Boston's Racial 
Divide." 


"There's no reason to treat 
anyone like that. And then 
to just leave them. And if 
they do it to me — another 
police officer — would they 
do it to another person if 
they got away with it?" Cox 
said. 
Cox has described facing 
harassment in an effort to 
silence him after the beat- 
ing became public despite 
efforts by his colleagues to 
cover it up. A department 
injury report said Cox lost 
his footing on a frozen pud- 
dle, causing him to fall and 


crack his head. 
Cox chose to stay in the 
police force after what 
happened to him and try 
to improve things instead 
of walking away from a job 
he loved, he said Wednes- 
day. 
"Since then in 1995, I have 
dedicated my life to mak- 
ing sure that both the Bos- 
ton 
police 
department 
and policing in general 
has grown and learned ... 
to make sure that we have 
structures and mechanisms 
in place to make sure that 
we never repeat that kind 
of incident against any- 
one," Cox told reporters. 
The top prosecutor for Bos- 
ton and surrounding com- 
munities, who has known 
Cox for years, called him 
"a man of high honor and 
integrity." 
"The journey of Michael 
Cox from being beaten 
by fellow Boston Police of- 
ficers to his appointment as 
Commissioner of the Boston 
Police Department is em- 
blematic of criminal legal 
reform," Suffolk County Dis- 
trict Attorney Kevin Hayden 
said in an emailed state- 
ment. 
Cox's tenure in Ann Arbor 
was marred by claims that 
he created a hostile work 
environment, which led to 
him being briefly placed 
on administrative leave in 
2020.q

TEL AVIV, Israel (AP) — The

ably sanctioned the killing 
of a critic. It remained to 
be seen how Biden would 
greet other Israeli, Palestin- 
ian and Arab leaders dur- 
ing his trip, which includes 
a summit in Saudi Arabia 
of the Gulf Cooperation 
Council. 
Later 
Wednes- 
day in Jerusalem at Yad 
Vashem, Israel's memorial 


to Holocaust victims, Biden 
held hands and kissed the 
cheeks of survivors Rena 
Quint, 86, and Giselle Cy- 
cowicz, who is about 95. 
"Did you see the president 
hug me?" Quint asked. "He 
asked permission to kiss me 
and he kept on holding my 
hand and we were told not 
to touch him." 
A new omicron variant, 
which is able to more eas- 
ily evade immunity from 
vaccinations and previous 


infections, has revived con- 
cerns about the threat of 
the pandemic. 
"We're trying to minimize 
contact as much as pos- 
sible where we can," White 
House press secretary Kar- 
ine Jean-Pierre told report- 
ers traveling aboard Air 
Force One with the presi- 
dent.

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By BASSEM MROUE 
Associated Press 
BEIRUT (AP) — Families 
of some of the victims of 
Beirut's deadly port blast 
have filed a $250 million 
lawsuit against an Amer- 
ican-Norwegian firm sus- 
pected of involvement in 
bringing the explosive ma- 
terial to the port, a Swiss 
foundation 
announced 
Wednesday. 
Accountability 
Now, 
which says its mission is 
to support Lebanese civil 
society efforts to put an 
end to the impunity of the 
country's leaders, said the 
lawsuit was filed Monday. 
There are nine plaintiffs 
who are either Americans 
or relatives of an Ameri- 
can, the group said. 
The move comes as a 
domestic investigation in 
Lebanon has been stalled 
since December, following 


legal challenges brought 
by officials wanted for 
questioning against the in- 
vestigative judge working 
on the case. 
Hundreds of tons of am- 
monium nitrate, a highly 
explosive material used in 
fertilizers that had been 
improperly stored in the 
port for years, exploded 
on Aug. 4, 2020 killing 
nearly 220 people, injur- 
ing over 6,000 others and 
causing damage worth 
billions of dollars. 
The 
Lebanese 
probe 
shows that most govern- 
ment officials knew of the 
dangerous material stored 
at the port. The blast wors- 
ened the country's eco- 
nomic meltdown rooted 
in decades of corruption 
and mismanagement that 
began a year earlier. 
Accountability Now said 
the $250 million lawsuit 


filed in Texas names U.S.- 
Norwegian 
geophysical 
services group TGS, which 
owns the British firm Spec- 
trum Geo, saying it had 
entered into a series of 
"highly profitable but sus- 
picious 
contracts 
with 
the Ministry of Energy in 
Lebanon." It added that in 
2012, Spectrum chartered 
the Moldavian flagged 
vessel Rhosus to come to 
Beirut while carrying 2,750 
tons of ammonium nitrate 
on board. 
"This claim will force TGS to 
disclose Spectrum's com- 
munications with various 
third parties who are all 
relevant to the investiga- 
tions in Lebanon," said 
Zena Wakim, a lawyer for 
Accountability Now who 
assisted the plaintiffs. 
Wakim said the domestic 
investigation is currently 
stalled by obstruction and 


the additional evidence 
"we could get through this 
case will help the judiciary 
in Lebanon and outside 
of Lebanon to assign indi- 
vidual responsibilities and 
hence hold the perpetra- 
tors accountable." 
Sarah 
Copland, 
whose 
son Isaac was the young- 
est victim of the blast that 
destroyed the port and 
damaged 
entire 
Beirut 
neighborhoods, tweeted 
that "in a step forward in 
the pursuit of justice for 
the #beirutblast a lawsuit 
has been filed in the US 
against the company that 
chartered the ship that 
brought" the material to 
Beirut. 
Copland, an Australian 
citizen, said her son, Isaac 
was a U.S. citizen, "so we 
have joined this lawsuit on 
his behalf, but also on be-

Amid COVID worries, fist bumps for Biden — with exceptions

Foundation: $250 million lawsuit filed over Beirut blast 
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PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti (AP) 
— Dozens of people have 
died in four days of gang 
battles in a violent neigh- 
borhood of Haiti’s capital, 
the latest eruption of blood- 
shed in a wave of increas- 
ing violence sweeping the 
country, local officials said 


Tuesday. 
Jean Hislain Frederick, dep- 
uty mayor in Cite Soleil dis- 
trict of Port-au-Prince, said 
that the fighting erupted 
Friday in a clash between 
members of two rival gangs 
and that at least 50 people 
had died and more than 50 


were wounded. 
The violence began just a 
day after the first anniver- 
sary of the assassination of 
President Jovenel Moïse. 
Since Moïse was killed, vio- 
lence has soared in Haiti as 
gangs battle over territory, 
and the government has 
struggled to crack down. 
The 
aid 
group 
Doctors 
Without Borders said that 
thousands of people were 
trapped in Cite Soleil with- 
out drinking water, food 
and medical care. 
The organization called on 
other humanitarian groups 
for help and it urged the 
gangs “to spare civilians.” 
In a press release, it said 
three of its members were 
treating wounded people 
in an area of Cite Soleil 
called Brooklyn. 
“Along the only road into 
Brooklyn, 
we 
have 
en- 


countered 
corpses 
that 
are decomposing or be- 
ing 
burned,” 
Mumuza 
Muhindo, Doctors Without 
Borders head of mission in 
Haiti, said in the statement. 
“They could be people 
killed during the clashes or 
people trying to leave who 
were shot it is a real battle- 
field. 
It is not possible to estimate 
how many people have 
been killed.” 
Local officials said the fight- 
ing involved the rival gangs 
known as G9 and G-Pep. 
The G9 is a gang coalition 
also known as G9 Family 
and Allies, led by a former 
police officer, Jimmy Cheri- 
zier. 
Known 
as 
“Barbecue,” 
Cherizier has been linked 
in the past to massacres, 
and his coalition is believed 
to have allied with Moïse’s 


right-wing party. After the 
president was killed, he 
called the crime “cowardly 
and villainous.” 
G-Pep is a gang that arose 
in Cite Soleil, although it 
is allied with other armed 
groups from around Haiti’s 
capital. 
The U.N. World Food Pro- 
gram 
warned 
Tuesday 
that hunger is set to rise in 
Haiti, which is seeing 26% 
inflation, high costs of food 
and fuel, and deteriorating 
security with insecurity in 
and around Port-au-Prince 
drastically worsening since 
early May. 
The agency’s country di- 
rector, Jean-Martin Bauer, 
told U.N. correspondents in 
a video news conference 
that 1.3 million Haitians in 
the northwest and parts 
of the south “are one step 
away from famine.”q

MOMBASA, Kenya (AP) — 
Countries on Africa’s east 
coast are increasingly turn- 
ing to climate funding ini- 
tiatives to boost livelihoods 
of oceanside communities, 
aid biodiversity and take 
climate action. 
On the margins of the high- 
level political forum on sus- 
tainable development cur- 
rently underway at the Unit- 
ed Nations headquarters in 
New York, African coastal 
and island states and con- 
servation groups outlined 
plans to boost ocean con- 
servation and economic 
development through a 
system of “ blue bonds” a 
method of financing proj- 
ects that would also benefit 
ocean health. 
Following on from Africa’s 
Great Green Wall, which 
spans across the conti- 
nent’s Sahel region, east Af- 
rican nations are now seek- 
ing funds for the Great Blue 
Wall initiative, which aims 
to protect marine areas 
across the coastline. Both 
blue and green finance 
refers to funding aimed at 
preventing environmental 
damage and combating 
climate change while cre- 
ating sustainable ecosys- 
tems. 
“The blue bond is a pow- 


erful example of the criti- 
cal role that the capital 
markets can play in sup- 
porting sustainable objec- 
tives,” said Jorge Familiar, 
Vice President of the World 
Bank. 
The Great Blue Wall initia- 
tive, launched last year by 
ten western Indian Ocean 
states during the U.N.’s 
climate 
conference 
in 
Glasgow, aims to create 
a network of coastal and 
marine 
protected 
areas 


which supporters say would 
restore and conserve some 
2 million hectares of ocean, 
capture 100 million tons of 
carbon dioxide and secure 
livelihoods for over 70 mil- 
lion people. 
The project spans the con- 
tinent’s east coast from So- 
malia to South Africa and 
includes the island states 
of Comoros, Madagascar, 
Mauritius, Seychelles, So- 
malia and the French ter- 
ritories, Mayotte and Re- 


union. 
Jean-Paul 
Adam, 
who 
heads the climate division 
at the U.N. Economic Com- 
mission for Africa, said the 
blue wall initiative would 
recognize “the true value 
the environment has in fu- 
ture wealth creation and 
empowerment 
of 
local 
communities”. 
“We 
need 
to 
dramati- 
cally upscale private sec- 
tor investment into green 
and blue sectors,” he said. 


Less than one percent of 
so-called blue and green 
bonds, which are used for 
marine and land projects 
respectively, are issued for 
African countries. 
“The next steps are to make 
these markets more acces- 
sible to African countries,” 
he added. 
The U.N. says many of the 
financial climate promises 
made by richer countries 
are not being commit- 
ted to in full, meaning that 
many African nations are 
unable to take necessary 
adaptation and mitigation 
measures against the ef- 
fect of climate change. 
In its latest assessment, the 
African Development Bank 
said that between $1.3 tril- 
lion and $1.6 trillion is need- 
ed by 2030 to implement 
climate action in line with 
nationally determined con- 
tributions — targets set by 
individual countries to limit 
global warming to 1.5 de- 
grees Celsius (2.7 degrees 
F) and no more than 2C 
(3.6 F). But blue bonds are 
currently just a fraction of 
ocean conservation fund- 
ing, the bank added. 
“Bonds alone are not a 
panacea for the financing 
gap but they can allow us 
to raise large amounts,” 
Adam said.q

RESEARCH THE COST TO DE-

The price tag for childbirth 
is steep. The average cost 
for delivery can range from 
$10,000 to $20,000, de- 


pending on where you live. 
Even with insurance, new 
parents can expect to pay 
several thousand dollars 
out of pocket for maternity 
care. 
Contact your insurer or the 
hospital where you plan to 
deliver to get more specific 
numbers. Then take a deep 
dive into your health care 
coverage to understand 
your coinsurance, deduct- 
ible, maximums and cover- 
age limits.

Paid parental leave is far 
from guaranteed. In fact, 
only 11 states and Wash- 
ington, D.C., have paid 
leave laws, some of which 
won’t take effect for sev- 
eral years. And only 25% of 
employers offer some form 
of paid leave, according 
to a 2019 survey of em- 
ployer health benefits by 
KFF, the nonpartisan health 
care think tank formerly 
known as the Kaiser Family 
Foundation. 
If you have paid leave 


through your employer, ask 
questions early. Find out 
how many weeks are cov- 
ered and at what percent- 
age of your salary. Do you 
need to use vacation and 
sick time first? 
You also want to know 
when and how your ben- 
efits will be paid out, espe- 
cially if they’ll come from 
multiple sources. Trust me, 
you don’t want to be one 
week postpartum emailing 
your benefits provider to 
unravel the logistics of your 
leave payments.

CARE 
Child care is the single larg- 
est monthly expense for 
most new parents. Get a 
jump start by “paying” for 
day care well before your 
baby arrives. 
Put the money into a sepa- 
rate savings account ide- 
ally one that earns interest 
every week or month. 
This helps you adjust to the 
new expense and allows 
you to bank a few months 
of child care costs that you 
can tap for upfront costs 
like deposits and applica- 
tion fees. 
Not sure what child care 
costs in your area? Ask 
around your friend group or 
local parent group to get 
a sense of what day care, 
a nanny or other arrange- 
ments cost. 
You can also build other 
baby essentials, like dia- 
pers, formula and wipes, 
into your budget now, mak- 
ing an educated guess.

NEW YORK (AP) — Joy Har- 
jo, who recently complet- 
ed a three-year run as the 
country's poet laureate, will 
have a picture book out 
next spring. 
Random House Children's 
Books announced Wednes- 
day that Harjo's "Remem- 
ber," adapted from her 
celebrated poem of the 
same name, is scheduled 
for March 21, 2023. The 
book will feature illustra- 
tions by the award-winning 
Michaela Goade. 
"In simple and direct lan- 
guage, Harjo, a member of 
the Mvskoke Nation, urges 
readers to pay close atten- 
tion to who they are, the 
world they were born into, 
and how all inhabitants on 


earth are connected," the 
publisher's announcement 
reads in part. 
The 
poem 
"Remember," 
published nearly 40 years 
ago, is a tribute to the 
cosmos and our place in 
it. Admirers of "Remem- 
ber" extend beyond the 
poetry community: NASA 
announced last year that 
some lines were included in 
a plaque/time capsule on 
a spacecraft headed for 
the Trojan asteroids orbiting 
Jupiter. 
"'Remember' is one of my 
earliest poems. It came to- 
gether as I was first becom- 
ing a poet, and needed to 
remind myself about what 
mattered," Harjo said in a 
statement. "Every one of 
us needs spiritual food for 


how to negotiate this life of 
struggles and beauty. The 
poem has a life of its own. 
This poem has accompa- 
nied me much of my life. 
It is on a spacecraft head- 
ing to Jupiter, it is a song, 
dances have been made 
of it, and it has been trans- 
lated into my Mvskoke lan- 
guage." 
Harjo, 71, was the first Native 
American to serve as poet 
laureate. Earlier this week, 
the Library of Congress an- 
nounced she would be 
succeeded by Ada Limón. 
Goade's 
illustrations 
for 
Carole Lindstrom's "We Are 
Water Protectors" brought 
her a Caldecott Medal in 
2021, the first time a Native 
had received the presti- 
gious children's prize.q

Review: Dakota Johnson brings a modern spark to 'Persuasion'

The new adaptation of " 
Persuasion, " coming to 
Netflix Friday, does not 
seem to have been made 
for Jane Austen fans. 
Her book about the unmar- 
ried Anne Elliot, who at 27 
is on the edge of spinster- 
hood and regretting hav- 
ing been persuaded to 
give up her true love years 
earlier because of his lowly 
status, was the author's last 
before her death. It is no- 
table and beloved for how 
it's distinct from her more 
widely known and adapt- 
ed books like "Pride and 
Prejudice" 
and 
"Emma," 
with its mature heroine, its 
more reserved wit and its 
distinctly melancholy un- 
dertones. "Persuasion" also 
boasts one of her most ro- 
mantic monologues. 
This version, directed by 
British theater veteran Car- 
rie Cracknell and starring 
Dakota Johnson as Anne, 
inserts modern phrases and 
"Fleabag" tropes into a Re- 
gency-era setting. It is like 
an Austen amuse bouche 
— an entry-level cover ver- 
sion that tries to rev up the 
humor and speak directly 
to Gen Z by using its lingo 
— or at least an advertis- 
ing executive's idea of 
what Gen Z sounds like. But 
something feels off about 
the way it is executed. 


Austen's works are hardly 
impenetrable for modern 
audiences. Over 200 years 
later, they remain acces- 
sible and relevant. There's a 
reason why it seems like ev- 
ery year there's several Aus- 
ten-inspired films or shows 
populating 
our 
screens 
(just this summer we've got- 
ten "Fire Island" and "Mr. 
Malcolm's List"). Her sto- 
ries have not only stood 
the test of time but have 
also bloomed in delightful 
ways in modern contexts. 
Just look at "Clueless" and 
"Bridget Jones's Diary." 


This "Persuasion" has a whiff 
of condescension to it, as 
though it doesn't trust its 
audience 
to 
empathize 
with Anne without seeing 
her crying in a bathtub and 
chugging wine from the 
bottle while she tells us in 
voiceover that she's "thriv- 
ing." Maybe the crying in 
the bathtub/wine bit has 
just been done too many 
times. You can't help but 
feel that Johnson, a gifted 
comedienne, 
deserved 
something more creative 
and less cliche. 
And yet Johnson does man- 


age to sell much of it. She is 
subtle where many might 
choose something big and 
breaks the fourth wall like 
she's letting us in on a se- 
cret. It may be "Fleabag"- 
esque, but she's not imitat- 
ing Phoebe Waller-Bridge. 
She's making it her own. 
In fact, most of the cast is 
rather vibrant and full of 
newish discoveries — es- 
pecially Cosmo Jarvis (who 
some will recognize from 
"Lady Macbeth") as Anne's 
old love Frederick Went- 
worth. She rejected him at 
19 at the advice of a men- 


tor (the lovely Nikki Amuka- 
Bird) and has come back 
into her life eight years lat- 
er with wealth and good 
standing. He is now, as far 
as society is concerned, a 
man of consequence. Jar- 
vis, with his mournful eyes, 
warm smile and inscrutable 
intentions, is a perfect Aus- 
ten leading man. And he 
and Johnson, even when 
across the room from one 
another, have a spark. 
The pint-sized Mia McKen- 
na-Bruce is viciously funny 
as Anne's younger sister 
Mary while Nia Towle is the 
picture of innocence as 
Louisa. Richard E. Grant, as 
Anne's vain father Walter 
Elliot, adds life as well but 
he's sparingly used. Henry 
Golding also has fun play- 
ing a cad, Mr. Elliot. 
The screenplay is credited 
to Ron Bass ("Rain Man," "My 
Best Friend's Wedding") and 
Alice Victoria Winslow, who 
had the good sense to pre- 
serve that famous mono- 
logue at the very least. But 
by the time we get there, 
it almost makes one wish 
that this were just a more 
straightforward adaptation 
without all the buzzwords. 
This cast and the director 
could have carried it and 
the audience would have 
been there. Or perhaps this 
will bring some fresh blood 
to Austen, after all.q

ARLINGTON, Va. (AP) — 
The goalie shuffle around 
the NHL kept right on rolling 
when free agency opened 
Wednesday, 
with 
the 
Washington Capitals sign- 
ing a Stanley Cup cham- 
pion to stabilize the position 
and the Edmonton Oilers 
trying to do the same. 
The Capitals signed Darcy 
Kuemper to a $26.25 mil- 
lion, five-year contract less 
than three weeks after he 
backstopped Colorado to 
its first title since 2001. The 
32-year-old Kuemper will 
carry the load for a peren- 
nial playoff team that also 
signed Charlie Lindgren as 
a backup. 
Since the Cup Final ended 
in late June, 19 goalten- 
ders who played in the NHL 
last season have changed 
teams. 
Kuemper knew he was 


leaving 
the 
Avalanche 
when they traded for and 
signed 
Alexandar 
Geor- 
giev to replace him. 
"You never know where 
you're going to end up," 
Kuemper said. "A lot of un- 
known. You just can't think 
about it too much because 
you'll drive yourself crazy. 
But everything happens for 
a reason and it worked out 
and ended up with a great 
organization, a great team 
and super excited for it." 
Edmonton signed former 
Toronto Maple Leafs goal- 
ie Jack Campbell to a 
$25 million, five-year deal. 
Campbell has yet to win 
a playoff series but put up 
impressive numbers during 
the first round last year and 
will now be counted on to 
try to help Connor McDa- 
vid and Leon Draisaitl win 
a championship after Mike 
Smith was inconsistent in 
goal for the Oilers this post- 


season. 
"Obviously it's such an im- 
portant 
position 
(when 
you're trying) to win," Ed- 
monton general manager 
Ken Holland said. "Certainly 
probably as much move- 
ment this year as there was 
in a long, long time." 
Now four years removed 
from hoisting the Cup, the 
Capitals made moves to 
get into the goalie market, 
totally remaking their situ- 
ation in net just as general 
manager 
Brian 
MacLel- 
lan promised. They traded 
Vitek Vanecek to New 
Jersey, let Ilya Samsonov 
leave rather than qualify 
him as a restricted free 
agent and added Lindgren 
on a three-year deal worth 
$3.3 million. 
Samsonov, once consid- 
ered a top prospect, signed 
a budget contract with the 
Maple Leafs: $1.8 million 
for next season, or roughly 


half of what the Capitals 
expected the 25-year-old 
Russian to get in arbitration. 
Toronto is pairing Samsonov 
with Matt Murray, acquired 
from Ottawa just days ear- 
lier. The Senators added 
Cam Talbot in a trade with 
Minnesota after the Wild re- 


signed Marc-Andre Fleury. 
Murray will count slightly less 
against the cap in Toronto 
than Campbell in Edmon- 
ton. Leafs GM Kyle Dubas 
said the difference was the 
two years left on Murray's 
contract compared with 
Campbell wanting five.q

Vingegaard seizes Tour lead after 1st big mountain stage

COL DU GRANON, France 
(AP) — The first big moun- 
tain stage shook things up 
at the Tour de France as 
defending champion Tadej 
Pogacar wilted toward the 
end of Wednesday's 11th 
stage and lost the yellow 
jersey. 
Jonas Vingegaard and his 
team Jumbo-Visma were 
the big winners on the 
stage as the Danish rider 
claimed the famed jersey 
from Pogacar, the two-time 
defending champion who 
had been the dominant rid- 
er so far but cracked in the 
final ascent on Wednesday 
and fell more than 2 min- 
utes behind. 
Vingegaard and his team- 
mates put on an impressive 
collective display through- 
out the day, with clever 
tactics early in the race 
and multiple attacks that 
ultimately unsettled Poga- 
car. 
Vingegaard moved away 
from Pogacar in the brutal 
climb to the top of the Col 
du Granon to enjoy a win- 
ning finish to an epic day 
in the Alps. The 152-kilo- 
meter stage featured two 
other monster ascents, the 
daunting Col du Telegra- 
phe and Col du Galibier. 


It was Vingegaard's first 
stage win at cycling's big- 
gest race. The Danish rider 
was runner-up last year in 
the general classification 
behind Pogacar. 
"When I attacked I felt 
he was going to crack," 
Vingegaard said. "This time 
I wanted victory. And I suc- 
ceeded, and now I have 


the yellow jersey to keep 
on fighting all the way to 
Paris." 
Vingegaard was first at 
the summit, 59 seconds 
ahead of Nairo Quintana, 
with Romain Bardet in third 
place, 1:10 behind. Geraint 
Thomas, the 2018 Tour win- 
ner, was fourth, 1:38 off the 
pace. 


After 11 stages, Vingegaard 
leads Bardet by 2 min- 
utes, 16 seconds. Pogacar 
moved down to third, 2:22 
back. 
With his teammate Primoz 
Roglic, Vingegaard relent- 
lessly attacked Pogacar in 
the thin air. But every time 
they tried to isolate the 
leader from the UAE-Emir- 


ates team on the Galibier 
— the highest point of this 
year's route at 2,642 me- 
ters above sea level — the 
Slovenian rider responded 
calmly. 
Pogacar even smiled at TV 
cameras at the foot of the 
punishing final climb. Guid- 
ed by teammate Rafal Ma- 
jka, Pogacar rode at the 
front of the main contend- 
ers' group but the Jumbo- 
Visma riders' attrition work 
finally paid off. 
"On the Galibier, over the 
top, he was very strong," 
Vingegaard said. "I was 
insecure whether he was 
going full gas or not. Then I 
thought that, if I didn't try all 
out, I was never gonna win. 
And of course a second 
place is nice, but I did it last 
year already." 
When 
Vingegaard 
at- 
tacked again with 5 kilo- 
meters to go, Pogacar just 
couldn't respond and got 
dropped. With his yellow 
jersey wide open, the bat- 
tered champion struggled 
until the end. 
Vingegaard said the team's 
strategy for the day had 
been planned months in 
advance, in a bid to make 
the most of their strong 
collective.q

Bassitt (7-6) improved to 
5-2 in eight road starts this 
season by allowing one run 
on five hits with six strikeouts 
and two walks. 
Atlanta’s Charlie Morton (5- 
4) gave up five runs on six 
hits, including three hom- 
ers, and three walks in five- 


plus innings. The three hom- 
ers allowed matched his 
career high. 
Escobar’s 10th homer car- 
ried 426 feet above the 
Chop House restaurant in 
the right field stands, giving 
the Mets a 1-0 lead in the 
second. 
New York pushed the lead 
to 4-0 in the third on Lindor’s 
three-run homer, his 16th, 
also to right field. Lindor’s 
blast 
followed 
Morton’s 
walk to Tomás Nido and a 
single by Brandon Nimmo. 
Canha opened the sixth 
by lining his seventh homer 
over the left field wall. 
The Braves had baserun- 
ners in each of Bassitt’s six 
innings, but the right-hand- 
er had answers for every 
challenge in the first five.
